After the toasting the Alumni Asso 


ciation met and minutes of last meet- 
ing were read by the secretary, Prof. 
C. B. Stover. By unanimous vote the 
secretary was instructed to cast a bal- 
lot for the re-election of all the old 
officers:

Bloomhardt of Altoona, as chairman of 
the committee on the Alumni Profes- 
sorship of History, reported that the 
plan was not feasible under the pres- 
ent conditions and recommended that 
it be dropped. 
The report of the com- 


mittee was adopted. Dr. Wm. J. Gies, 
'93, laid before the association the Pen 
and Sword plan of the General Alumni 
Fund, reporting over $1400 collected 
from alumni to which was added over 
$150 
by alumni present, bringing the 


total to over $1600. It was recom- 
mended that the subscriptions already 
made of $3000 for the Alumni Profes- 
sorship of History be transferred to 
the General Alumni Fund with the 
consent of the subscribers. 


The event of the afternoon was the 


appeal of R. Edward Brumbaugh, first 
describing the condition of athletics 
at Gettysburg and that the impeiative 
need was for a year round coach, and 
that as the Board of Trustees had been 
unable to provide for such a coach, as 
well as the Athletic Council, he pro 
posed that the Alumni Association au- 
thorize it, pledging that the money 
would be raised.

A committee composed of E. E. Sny- 
der, '09, J. K. Robb, '08, and George 
Karnaany; '07, were appointed to conv 
nVtfaicate with Fred. ^C. "Vail, formei* 
football coach and secure him as a 
permanent coach for year at a salary 
of $1300. There seems to be no doubt 
that he will accept as the offer is ex- 
actly what tie asked, and the commit- 
tee has been adding subscriptions un- 
til the total is now over $1000 and the 
balance it is believed will be an easy 
matter to raise.

BOROUGH EXTENSION NORTH 


COUNCIL VOTES FOR WINTER 


EXTENSION ON BROADWAY. 


Question of Increase of Borough In- 


debted Under Consideration for 


Sewer Extension 


The Town Council held the regular 


June meetiug ou Tuesday evening of 
last week. Councilman Trostle drew 
attention to the fact that a public 
watering trough for farmers was need- 
ed m this place. That there was no 
place where a farmer could water hit 
bone aud that this condition resulted 
in much suffering to animals. Tbe 
matter was discussed by other Couu- 
cilmeu aud it seemed to be tbe general 
opinion that the must convenient 
corner lor a fountain would b« ou the 
Court House corner, Baltimore aud 
Middle Streets aud tbat tbe watering 
trough should be constructed of con- 
crete. 
Upoti motion of Councilman 


Butt, tbe Highway Committee was 
directed to erect a fountain. 


Councilman Trostlt next called at- 


teution to a numberof changesneeded 
at the Engine House. That tbe lock- 
up was in a bad condition. That tbere 
was no cellar under tbeEugiue House 
aud tbat it had been suggested if tbe 
building was heated from u cellar 
with a small hot water plant, a con- 
uectioti could be made with tbe 
lire 


engine so tbat tbere would be bot 
water for it all tbe time aud tbat such 
an arrangement would make unneces- 
sary tbe gas heating apparatus, lie 
further called attention to tbe fact tbat 
with a cellar for beatmg plant, a por- 
tiou could be fitted 
up for a lock up 


aud tbat tbere would be storage room 
lor toolfc aud supplies of tbe borough, 
which are now located in & rented 
building. The suggestion after being 
discussed was referred to the Property 
Committee for consideration aud re- 
port at next meeting of cost of sucb re- 
pairs. 


The grade markers that have been 


placed in tbe town were tiext discuss- 
ed. Btreet Commissioner Warner told 
of complaints frequently made to him, 
tbat tbe markers at a number of places 
were so far above the pavement line 
tbat they madde dangerous stumbling 
blocks arid a menace to pedestrians.

grades, but no action was takenae to 
wnat to do to protect the public from 
the protruding markers, except that 
they be erected only wbere absolutely 
necessary. 


Tbe extension of the borough on tbe 


north side of the borough as proposed 
by Martin Winter wag discussed and 
the Council being in favor of tbe pro- 
ject a motion prevailed tbat the ordi- 
nance committee be instructed to pre- 
sent an ordinance covering the matter 
at tbe next meeting. 


Councilman Kitzmiller presented an 


ordinance from tbe Ordinance Com- 
mittee ordaining West Middle street 
from West street to the borough limits. 
This street is opened and iu constant 
use but no ordinance can be discovered 
among the records of tbe town ordain- 
ing the same, hence tbe ordinance pre- 
sented which was adopted and ordered 
advertised. 


The report of the light committee ou 


the subject of lights in the town was 
heard, discussed and adopted. The 
Committee recommended 38 arc lights 
and 36 Tungsten lamps, and so located 
that it is believed the town will be bet- 
ter and more effectively lighted. The 
are lights are reducedjabout seven or 
eight arid appoints where less ligbt is 
needed and the tungsten lamps will 
enable 
many parts of tbe town 


to have light at present without tbe 
same and Ibis can be done without any 
increase of tbe monthly ligbt bill, re- 
sulting from the modified price for 
electric light under tbe new contract.

"Take the Wright Brothers. 1 doubt 


if they Kouki ever have made a flying 
machine if it had not been for the «yui- 
patby and good sense of both their 
father and mother. Mrs. Wright was 
one of those rare women who can do 
things with her hands. She used to 
make bob-slerls and playthings for the 
boys, and of course assisted them with 
what they were trying to make. Every , o(jt of eiu ,oyuieut 
•igu of mechanical talent which they ' 


Orville Wright 
showed pleased her. 
as a little boy was always trying to 
work out some kind of a contrivance 
and his mother encouraged him. 


"It seems to me it was the most nat- 


ural thing in the world that they 
should become interested iu flying. It 
happened in this way: Wilbur, al- 
ways a great reader, and Orville, al- 
ways an enthusiast, got interested, in 
the summer of 1896, in the experiments 
of Lilienthal, a German forerunner of 
successful aviation who died that year. 
They read everything they could lay 
their hands on. 


"They took hold of the thing togeth- 


er. They had doue every thing togeth- 
er—from the days of their childhood, 
when Wilbur the older by four years, 
used to 'make up' stories and pour 
them out in a stream for the entertain- 
ment of Orville, each separate story 
ending, 'And then the boiler burst.' 
For five years they studied the theory 
of the flyiue-machine at odd times. 
But still for fun. And still no ma- 
chine of any kind. 


"Jt was not long after they took up 


the study before every moment of their 
leisure wae given to it. in 1900 they 
decided they must have an experi- 
ment station. So they decided to go 
down to Kill Devil Hill in North Car- 
olina and establish an 'experimenta- 
tion camp.' One can imagine bow 
many a father would have discouraged 
theee strenuous absorbing efforts given 
to a mere amusement, would have ad- 
vised 'sticking to something that 
paid.' In 1901, the year after they had 
begun to experiment in North Carolina 
with a gliding machine, they returned 
pretty well played out. On that trip 
they discovered that the tables of cal- 
culation previously made by all the 
authorities upon whom they had de- 
pended were wrong, and that, if they 
were to succeed, they must work out 
the whole theory from the bottom up. 
At that time Wilbur Wright, expressed 
his solemn conviction that man would 
not fly for a thousand years. But that 
belief did not detain him and his 
brother from tackling the job. This is 
the point in their career where they 
best showed the stuff they are made 
of. They not only worked out a scheme 
for balancing and controlling the ma- 
chine, but they developed propellers 
for their machine on 
information 


which they had discovered for them- 
selves. Further than this, and more 
important, they had to work out new 
tables showing the pressure of the air 
•gainst various surfaces at various an- 
gles. 


"On the 17th of December, 1903, 


after the boys had made hundreds and 
hundreds of experimental flights in 
their gliding machine (nearly a thou- 
sand iu September and October of 1902 
alone), their first machine to carry a 
gasolene engine made a successful 
flight. This was at Kill Devil Hill, in 
the presence of five persons, and it 
was the first time iu the history of the 
world that a power-driven heavier- 
tban-air flying-machine, with a maa 
aboard, ever left this planet in success- 
ful flight. The first flight lasted only 
twelve seconds, but later the same day 
the machine flew for fifty-nine sec- 
onds, covering a distance of 852 feet 
against a twenty-rnile-an-hour wind. 


"The time to celebrate had arrived ! 


So the boys went to a telegraph oftice 
and wired the news home with a dol- 
lar which the good Bishop had given 
them to spend for that purpose if they 
met with success.

long. 
It should 


not be necessary to press this matter 
upon the reader : its effectiveness for 
increasing the wages of the very poor 
must appear at a glance. In addition 
its ultimate end is to inculcate indi- 
vidual independence and selfreepect; 
it frees the laborer from servile de- 
pendence for his post upon the mere 
caprice of au employer. The increas- 
ed efficiency given to an unskilled 
man increases his utility to his em- 
ployer, and increases the demand for 
his services.—From the "Abolition of 
Poverty." by J. Lawrence JLaughliu, 
in the June Bcribner.

June 9 and 10. The Perry county 
fair will be held at Newport Septem- 
ber 21 to 24.

CHERRIES FROK ROTTING 


One of the Pests that Attack Ap- 


ple Trees and What to Do to 


Get Rid of Them. 


A number of inquiries were received 


lately by the Divisiou of Zoology of 
the Peuna. Department of Agriculture 
for a formula tor a spraying mixture 
to be used on peach, plum «»<* cherry 
trees to keep the fruit from rotting. 
Toe answer of Prof. H. A. Surface, 
the State Zoologist, is as follows : 


"The ripe rot or brown rot is due lo 


a fungous disease, which attacks the 
ripening fruit of peach, plum and 
cherry trees, and is to be prevented by 
spraying before or about the time the 
fruit is half grown with the self-boiled 
lime-sulfur wash, into a barrel put 
eight pounds of fresh lime or quick 
lime and eight pounds of sulfur, and 
iuto this pour four or five gallons of 
hot water, and cover it with a cloth to 
keep iu the heat. Stir occasionally 
with a hoe or something to keep it 
from 
burning to the bottom and to 


keep it from settling too much. .Let 
it remain an hour. 
1'heu dilute it to 


fifty gallons, and spray it over the 
trees. Cold water should be used for 
diluting. Repeat this after a hard rain, 
or if it does not ram repeat iu a week 
or two, and continue until just before 
the fruit commences to lipeu, when 
there is no need to continue the spray- 
ing, because to spray it on ripening 
fruit means to discolor the Iruit and 
thus render it unmarketable, although 
it will not be poisonous, aud will not 
be unfit for use, even though it should 
be stained by the spray liquid. 


This self-boiled lime-sulfur wash is 


not recommended for scale insects, 
and it is not to be replaced by the con- 
centrated lime-sulfur solutions now on 
the market, nor by the borne-boiled 
wash which we recommend as the 
best and cheapest material for treating 
scale insects. It is a different prepar- 
ation, made by a different formula 
and method, aud these materials 
should not be confused.

' "The Woolly Aphis on apple trees 
generally works ID spots where the 
bark has been injured and can at such 
places be easily killed by painting 
with a very strong soap solution, using 
a paint brush, and pushing the soap 
eolation well into the cracks of the in- 
fested parts. If not treated it keeps 
the wound sore and often results in 
knots, galls or other kinds of defor- 
mation. Where the pest has spread 
to other parts of the tree, such as to 
the leaves, it can be killed by spray- 
ing with whale oil soap, oue pound in 
six gallons of water ; or common laun- 
dry or other soaps, one pound in three 
or four gallons of water; or, perhaps 
best of all, with an eight per cent, kero- 
seue emulsion. This emulsion I re- 
commend for all sucking insects, sued 
as plant lice, rose-leaf hoppers, young 
scale insects, etc. It is made by shaving 
one-half pound of hard soap of auy 
kind iuto a gallon of boiling water 
and stirring it until it is dissolved. 
Into this pour two gallons of kerosene 
(after removing it from the fire), aud 
beat it or whip it like beating eggs, or, 
better, churn it around through the 
spray pump, about five minutes, when 
it will assume a thick creamy mass, 
and will be a permanent stock emul- 
sion from which you can take a supply 
to mix iu water; when needed. For 
this take oue part of the stocK emul- 
sion to ten parts of water, aud this 
will make about eight per cent, actual 
kerosene iu the dilute emulsion. By 
this treatment the kerosene loses some 
of its original qualities, aud does not 
float ou the water, but becomes dis- 
solved or absorbed in it. and does not 
do the injury to vegetation that it 
would if the pure kerosene were used 
ou foliage. At the same time it is also 
strong enough to kill such pestfc. 


The Woolly Aphis also works ou 


the roots, often causing serious defor- 
mities 01 kuots, and remains at such 
injured places. Whenever they are 
discovered they can likewise be treat- 
ed by painting with strong soap solu- 
tion or bv uncovering the roots and 
coating them well with linely powder- 
ed tobacco dust, aud then replacing 
the earth.

THE HORSES FOOT. 


Turquoises and the Mongols. 


Turquoises are the favorite .stones o.f 


all the Mougol races and are generally 
worn in their original state except by 
the Chinese women, who have them 
roughly cut and wear them mixed with 
pearls and coral. 
Both the Tibetan 


men and women ornament themselves 
with lump turquoises, the men wear- 
ing them attached to their single goid 
earrings, which are worn in the right 
ear only. 


The women of Ladakh carry their 


fortunes on their heads in the shapt 
of a broad strip of red cloth studded 
with huge turquoises, which, starting 
from the forehead, is carried over the 
head and hangs nearly to the waist. 
By the Lndakhis those turquoises are 
preferred that have little black specks 
on them, which show their genuine- 
ness, for even in the wilds of central 
Asia the spotless blue composition 


i emanating from Europe is offered for 


i sale, the bazaar at Darjeeling being 
flooded with it. 


The Bhutia women in the Darjeeling 


district wear quaint brass ornaments 
covered with chip turquoises, which 
are cheap, but the Mongolians have 
the embossed silver plates which form 
such a becoming headgear studded 
with really fine turquoises, for which 
the owners have to give valuable furs 
in exchange.—Cornhill Magazine. 


Animal'* Weakest Part Too Often Neg- 


lected, Says a Veterinarian. 
By G. I!. GLOVER. D. V. M. 


In con-k>rin;j the diseases to which 


horseflesh is heir there are two things 
that should always be considered an of 
special importance—the teeth and the 
feet Tne arerage period of usefulness 
of the horse Is curtailed several years 
by the Inadequacy of the teeth. 
In 


most horses at the age of fifteen th» 
teeth have become rough and uneven, 
and from that time on the horse Is a 
hard keeper, and the real cause Is not 
known by the owner. In buying horses 
the teeth and the feet should receive 
most ca-eful examination. 


Ordinarily, in speaking of the feet 


of the horse, we mean the part In- 
closed by the hoof wall. Looking at it 
from a standpoint of comparative 
anatomy, the foot includes all below 
the knee and the hock. The artificial 
conditions under which the horse ia 
placed and the unusual demand exact- 
ed of him result In almost every case 
in diseased conditions which render 
him incapable of doing the work hn 
would otherwise do. Shoeing, which 
places him under artificial conditions, 
combined with the hard roads, over- 
work and improper feeding, soon pro- 
duces inflammatory conditions which 
may result in side bones, ringbones, 
coliiu joint lameness, cracks In the 
hoof wall, contracted heels, corns and 
a great many more diseases too numer- 
ous to mention. 


In many cases the horse must be 


shod, but there certainly is far too 
much shoei.ig done. 
It is surprising 


how much work the horse can do un- 
der most conditions without shoes If

he be brought gradually to the work 
and a little care and judgment be. 
exercised in this matter during the 
first three or four years of the colt's 
life. There are three things especial- 
ly to be remembftrd if you wish to 
give this subject a little extra thought 
—first, as long as you use horses that 
have weak ar defective feet for breed- 
ing purposes just so long will you have 
horses with a predisposition to these 
things, and you will lose money on 
them accordingly; second, do less shoe- 
Ing. 
A horse with fairly good feet 


will not need to he shod unless he bo 
worked on the pavement, race track 
or in mountainous districts; third, do 
not allow any horseshoer to use the 
buttress on the soles of the feet nor 
the rasp on the outside. Do not leave 
the shoes on longer than four weeks 
without resetting. 


In substance, remember that the 


foot is the weakest part of the horse: 
that the service of the horse Is worth 
money to you. Take good care of the 
horse's feet! 


Save the Good Breeders. 


Breed the sows just as long as breed- 


ing them is profitable. It is generally 
not good economy to slaughter a good 
breeding sow.

strictly creamery basis over $50 per 
cow. That man was too sharp to keep 
a lot of poor cows, for he tested them 
right along.—Hoard's Dairyman. 


Discarding Cows In the Dairy. 


In city dairies cows are frequently 


discarded because they are no longer 
giving milk in paying quantities. That 
would not be a sufficient reason for 
discarding a cow In a farm dairy if a 
good producer. In the latter good cows 
should not be discarded as long as they 
are able to produce well. The follow- 
ing reasons, however, would justify 
the farmer dairyman in getting rid of 
them: If they failed to reach a good 
standard in production, if they were 
unusually restless and irritable, if they 
were hard milkers and if they failed to 
breed regularly. 


Light For the Dairy Barn. 


The state dairy inspector oi! Maine, 


calling attention to the importance of 
plenty of light in the dairy barn, de- 
clares: The oven distribution of light is 
an important matter, and the windows 
should be, if possible, so shaped and so 
placed as will allow the sunlight to fall 
some time during the day ou all parts 
of the floor, searching out and disin- 
fecting those places that easily become 
contaminated.

plished most readily where the win- 
dows are placed, as they are in our 
houses, 
perpendicularly,
